Those who see in the coming 
association the possibility of an 
Eastern conference would seem 
to be jumping too hastily at 
conclusions,” writes Editor Frank 
J .

their own at Princeton on May 
11, 19 35. 
“ Those who v iew the May 
track meet as an I. C. A. A. A. A. 
substitute are snatching at what 
would seem a far remov ed and 
illogical result of the new track 
grouping. 
, 
“ Harv ard acquiesced to the 
May 11 meet because it shaped 
up on paper as a first class track 
and field contest which would 
fit ideally into the track seasons 
of the sev en colleges (Harv ard, 
Yale, Dartmouth, Columbia, Cor­ 
nell, Pennsylv ania and Prince­ 
ton.) 
It was early enough not 
to interfere with the dual meet 
season and it promised all sev en 
colleges some 
excellent early 
competition not only for their 
good men but also for their av ­ 
erage men. 
A similar attitude 
was taken by the other colleges. 
But the basketball and base­ 
ball leagues 
hav e stimulated 
those two sports and raised the 
calibre of play (among the same 
sev en riv als). 
The early May 
sev en-cornered meet cannot fail 
to 
be equally stimulating to 
track and field competition.” 


The Coast’s Sweep 
For a year in which it was 
supposed to inv olv e a v ery heav y 
strain on their budgets to send 
athletic delegates to the eastern 
intercollegiate 
wars, 
the 
far 
western schools hav e been doing 
as well, if not somewhat a little 
better than usual, on land as 
well as on sea. 
Stanford’s 
sev en-man 
track 
team romped off with the I. C. 
A. A. A. A. championships at 
Philadelphia, where as a matter 
of fact only three men would 
hav e been necessary to clinch 
the meet. Univ ersity of Califor­ 
nia, with another hndful of en­ 
tries, finished third. 
The western crews, California 
and Washington, finished one- 
two in 
the four-mile 
v arsity 
rowing classic at Poughkeepsie. 
Waishington also won the fresh­ 
man two-mile race by a big mar­ 
gin. 
In the big ev ent fiv e Eastern 
crews chased the western boat­ 
loads across the finish, with only 
Nav y able to giv e them much 
of a brush in closing stages of 
the long pull down the riv er. 
This was fair enough, with no 
excuses needed, but if ev en the 
Nav y can’t stop ’em what’s the 
old guard going to do for its 
defense of the future? This was 
California’s 
second 
straight 
v arsity v ictory and since it was 
in reality a “ green” crew, with 
two more years of v arsity eligi­ 
bility ahead of it, the outlook is 
bright for the Golden Bears. 
It is no secret, of course, that 
the California coach, Ky Ebright, 
has his eyes on 
the 
Olympics 
again. 
Ky has dev eloped the 
United States and Olympic eight- 
oared champions of 19 28 and 
19 32, an unprecedented perform­ 
ance, and the ex-Washington 
coxswain would* like to make it 
three in a row, just so it will be 
that much tougher for posterity 
to equal o r forget.
